Washington, August 19— The legis- 
lative program remaining for the ex- 
tra session of congress has assumed 
such definite form that leaders to- 
night expressed hope for a vacation 
about September 16, or not later than 
October L 

Included in the program for dis- 
posal within the next three or four 
weeks are: 

The $2,0006,000,000 war tax bill. 

A new war budget authorizing 
about $7,500,000,000 in bonds, proba- 
bly at four per cent, for further loans 
to the allies and to retire the $3,000,- 
•00,000 of 3V4 percent bonds already 
authorized and providing for $2,000,- 
000,000 worth of certificates of Indebt- 
edness and a like amount of small 
denomination war savings certificates. 

A deficiency appropriation measure 
aggregating between $6,000,000,000 
and $7,000,000,000, now being prepared 
by the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee. 

The administration trading with the 
enemy bill, which passed the House 
July U. 

The administration measure for in- 
surance of soldiers and sailors. 

The Webb export trade bill, peace 
resolutions In the Senate, extension 
of the espionage act and several mi- 
nor measures. 

Most of these measures, leaders 
believe, can be disposed of while the 
war tax bill is in conference. Should 
obstructive opposition develop against 
the less important bills, some may be 
postponed until congress re-assem- 
bles. 

Passage by the Senate this week of 
the war tax bill Is expected by leaders 
of both parties but many members be- 
lieve It will go over into next week. 
Tomorrow the Senate, having disposed 
of virtually all minor questions, will 
enter upon decisive and vigorous dis- 
putes over the income, war profits, 
publishers' and consnmption tax pro- 
visions. 

Senator LaFollette plans a lengthy 
Bpeech tomorrow in an effort to In 
creaso the Income and profits rates' 
with Senate sentiment strongly for a 
higher levy on war profits. 

Immediately after passage of the 
revenue measure. Senate leaders plan 
to give a short time to peace debate 
on resolutions of Senator LaFollette 
and others. Administration and some 
republican leaders expect to over- 
whelmingly table pacifist proposals, 
probably in open session. 

In the House, the "gentlemen's 
agreement," under which business bas 
been suspended for several weeks, will 
expire this week. Next Saturday the 
Ways and Means Committee will take 
up Secretary McAdoo's proposed new 
war budget and the House will re- 
assemble the following Monday pre 
pared to dispose promptly of both the 
bond Issue and the new war appro- 
priation measure under preparation. 

Senate committees meet tomorrow 
for action on the trading with the en- 
emy, Webb export and espionage 
amendment bills. 

Confirmation of most of the 200 ma- 
jor and brigadier generals recently 
nominated and of former Representa- 
tive Victor Murdock of Kansas to the 
Federal Trade Commission also is ex- 
pested during the week.

THE POTATO COMES BACK 

The huge potato crop which the 
Federal forecast indicates will be 
produced in the United States this 
year means this Important food staple 
will be cheaper, and makes It possi- 
ble, says tho United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, for American 
families that had to cut down on po- 
tato consumption because of high 
prices to restore the tuber to a prom- 
inent place on their bill of fare. 

The Department forecast, based on 
reliable estlmtates from all parti of 
the country, places the total potato 
yield at more than 467 million bush- 
els as compared with 285 million In 
1916 and 360 million In 1915. Pota- 
toes of the current season are al- 
ready In the market In large quanti- 
ties, and since the early harvested 
tubers can not be kept easily should 
be eaten more abundantly now If 
spoilage Is to be avoided. 

Next to the breadstuffs, potatoes are 
the most Important food crop of the 
western nations, the Department 
points out. They are all the more Im- 
portant now that the world's whest 
supply Is short, since they furnish 
starch, the principal food elements 
contributed by bread, and so may be 
substituted In part for bread. 

It la no hardship to Americans, says 
the Department, to eat freely of po- 
tatoes; rather it has been a hardship 
to them during the past half year to 
forego somewhat the use of this com-

Don't refuse to buy a watermelon 
just because the stem looks as if it 
had been dabbed with a bluish starch 
paste, is the advice the United States 
Department of Agriculture is giving 
to housewives. Even if the melon is 
somewhat smeared with the same sub- 
stance its contents are not affected 

Painting the stems of watermelons 

with u puste made out of bluestone 
and starch Is Uncle Sam's latest agri- 
cultural style. This treatment pre- 
vents stem-end rot of watermelon! 
which in the past has caused- vast 
. losses in this fruit in transit to mar- 
ket. The little dab of starch paste or 
Bordeaux paste, therefore, is to be 
taken rather as evidence that the 
shipper wished to make sure that the 
melons reached market, free from this 
I rotfl Some growers, In a hurry, 
I smear some of the paste on the out- 
side rind of the melon but this does 
no damage beyond lessening its at- 
tractive appearance.

LOUISVILLE CANTONMENSr TO HE 
BEADY Ana st as 

Richmond, Va., August 18— That the 
Ixmisville draft army cantonment will 
be turned over to the War Depart- 
ment a week ahead of contract time 
was stated at the offices of the Mason 
Hanger Company here today, follow 
ing a visit to his fnmily here by Col- 
onel H. n. Hanger, president, who Is 
personally in charge of operations at 
Louisville, with his nearly 10,000 car- 
penters and other workmen going like 
clockwork. 

Colonel Hanger expects to notify 
the government Monday that he will 
turn over the original cantonment 
called for completed on August 25. 
His firm lias been given an additional 
contract to build a remount station 
at Louisville to accommodate 11,000 
army horses. 



ENTENTE AIRMEN WOBKINU 

HAVOC' AMONU GERMANS 

I'arlH. August 19- The airmen of tho 
allies are working havoc with the Ger- 
man Oyeri and on German positions 
far behind the lines. In fights In tho 
air Baturday, the French airmen ac- 
counted for seventeon German aircraft 
and ten Hritlah flyers, seven of which 
were completely destroyed or forced 
to land Inside the Teutonic Hues badly 
battered from machine gun lire. Eight 
llritlsh machines railed to return to 
their baaes. 

In aerial raids behind the lines, al- 
lied machine* have bombed numerous 
towns, rallwuy stations and conton- 
ments, the raids extending as far as 
Belsaete, near the Dutch border, eigh- 
teen mllog from Ghent, which also re- 
ceived a visitation, 

American uvlatorB belonging to tho 
Lafayette squadron took a prominent 
part in the French raids and perform- 
ed notable execution. One of the 
Americans, Corporal Willis, of Boston, 
was missing from the squadron when 
it returned to Its base. 

German airmen also tried their 
hand at slipping through the Brithih 
patrol and bombing. In thiB they also 
were successful, but the scoro was 
against them In the end for tho ex- 
plosive they loosed fell on a British 
prisoner clearing station, killing ten 
Germans and inflicting further 
wounds Into nine men of their army 
who had already met with hard usage 
at the hands of the British guns.
